Collector Advances An Excellent 
Idea Regarding The First Day 
Cancel Of “Constitution” Stamp 


It isn’t often that we can agree with any one proposal 100%, but 
the following letter contains one that we feel will find approval with 
the majority of collectors who are interested in first day cancella- 
tions. In fact we will go one step further than Mr. Brehm who 
wrote the letter that follows, and suggest that the Post Office De- 
partment supply a cancel somewhat along the lines used by various 
European countries when they honor an event. These in many 
cases are more appropriate and delightful to the eye than a lot of 
the poorer grade covers prepared for collectors each first day. 

Collectors who feel that a fancy® 








all are now obsolete except New 
Zealand, Cook, Niue and Samoa. 
According to reports of numbers 
issued, only 300,000 COMPLETE 
sets can exist. This seems like a 
lot of stamps, but there are many 
more than 300,000 collectors who 
will eventually want these sets. 
In the current issue of London’s 
Philatelic Exporter, a large 
wholesale dealer offers peace sets 
subject to change im price. Some 
of the prices are as follows: Prices 
have been converted to cents on 
the basis of 20c a_ shilling, al 
though the actual cost to dealers 
is higher. Kathiri 17c, Qu’aiti 17c, 
Ascension 20c, Br. Solomon 17c, 
Cyprus 17c, Falkland Dependen- 
cies 20c, Gilbert 20c, Gold Coast 
17c, Hong Kong 1.00, Kenya 17c, 
Malta 19c, St. Helena 20c, Sey- 
chelles 20c, Turks 17c, Zanzibar 
17c. etc. Inasmuch as most Amer.

100th Anniversary Of 
Founding Celebrated By 
Liberia For Three Weeks 


The Republic of Liberia has 
just concluded three weeks of 
celebration July 24 to August 14, 
of the 100th Anniversary of its 
founding. Founded on July 26, 
1847, the Liberian government is 
the only one of two independent 
nations on the continent of Afri- 
ca, the other being Ethiopia. 
This country is no stranger to 
stamp collectors especially those 
who are seriously interested in 
forming a_ topical collection 
which features birds, animals 
and reptiles, for these creatures 
are found on a good portion of 
the emissions of this nation. 

The colonization of this coun- 
try was prompted by the fact 
that many Negro slaves were 
freed for various reasons even as 
far back as George Washington’s 
times. In fact, Washington to- 
gether with Thomas Jefferson 
and others came to the conclu- 
sion that a colony should be form- 
ed for these people where they 
could exist independently with 
their own form of. government 
The American Colonization So- 
ciety became organized in course 
of time and it was the prime 
mover in the establishment of 
the Liberian Republic. : 

Liberia has been in the phila- 
telic dog-house several times be- 
cause of questionable manipula- 
tion of its stamp issues. Latest 
stunt in this regard was when an 
airmail stamp of a value of 70c 
was issued to honor Roosevelt.

Collectors Are Warned 
To Beware The Vicious 
Chain Letter Racket 


Another one of those things that 
can get out of hand and are illegal 
as far as the postal regulations of 
this country are concerned is the 
flood of chain letters that are be- 
ginning to make an appearance in 
this country from foreign sources. 

Known by various names such 
as “International Philatelic Chain” 
and “International Stamp Friends 
Circle,” and others, collectors in 
this country are being solicited 
from abroad to join in the chain. 

Those who remember the chain 
letters of some years back during 
the depression days, will recall 
that a letter containing five names 
in order, was received by a per- 
son and he was asked to send $1 
to the top name on the list, He 





identical letters to be sent to five 
acquaintances after he had first 
eliminated the top name on the 
list that he received, and insert- 
ed his own name as number five 
on the list. If the chain was un- 
broken and carried out by the 
various participants, as one’s name 
reached the top of the list he 
should receive a total of $3125.00. 
This philatelic chain suggests 
that instead of sending a dollar 
as of. years ago, that 25 perfect 
copies of mint, or used stamps of 
some value be sent. This would 
finally pyramid into a total of 
78,125 stamps as one’s name 
reached the top of the list. 
Collectors are advised to stay 
clear of this kind of monkey busi- 
ness, because it just don’t work

Centennial Of Swedish 
Pioneers Commemoration 
May Have Stamp Issue 


An attempt to honor the anni- 
versary of the coming of the 
Swedish pioneers to the middle 
west with an ‘issue of postage 
stamps was contained in H. J. 
Resolution 251. Introduced by 
Rep. Robert J. Twyman (R. IL) 
it provides for the issuance of a 
three cents and a five cents de- 
nomination set of stamps in con- 
junction with the commemoration 
of the event sponsored by the 
Swedish Pioneer Centennial As- 
sociation. 

The man responsible for much 
of the effort made in behalf of a 
series of stamps such as the above 
has beeri Dr. Nils W. Olsson, 6124 
S. Woodlawn Ave., Chicago 37, 
Ill. Dr. Olsson is the executive 
secretary of the Swedish Associa- 
tion. A five cents stamp is re- 
quested as well as a three center, 
in order to meet the foreign rate 
of five cents for mail to Europe. 
It can be expected that the Swed- 
ish. Post Office will reciprocate 
the commemoration by this coun- 
try with an issue of its own.

sired specimens therefrom for sale 
to stamp collectors. Such proced- 
ure is unauthorized and cannot be 
sanctioned. To facilitate the ac- 
counting in the future, postmast- 
ers are hereby directed to see that 
the main stock of stamp supplies 
is held intact in full sheets and 
banded packages, until needed for 
use in the filing requisitions from 
stamp clerks and superintendents 
of stations. 

In like manner, it is expected 
that the stamp stocks of window 
clerks shall be retained in full 
sheets until needed for regular 
sale purposes. It is not permissible 
for stamp clerks to remove plate 
number blocks in advance from 
a large number of sheets for the 
benefit of individual purchasers. 
Plate blocks may, however, be 
laid aside, as sheets are broken 
for regular sales purposes, for the 
accomodation of local collectors, 
but distribution thereof must be 
made on an equitable basis. 

Note those last two words. This 
is unquestionably brought about 
because it has been apparent in 
some quarters that certain post- 
masters were favoring certain par- 
ties by letting them clean their
